The site and staging area will be restored when the project is completed by reseeding the
disturbed areas to grasses in accordance with the State of Utalu Division of Oil, Gas, and Mining
regulations.

Maintenance and Servicing Equipment:

l. Fueling: Fuel will be transported in the pickup to the jobsite as needed. A fuel tank will
not be stored on the job site location.

Waste
containers (leakproof barrels, and garbage cans) will be on site and will be removed as
necessary.

3. Oil, Lubricant and etc.: No lubricant will be stored on site.

4. Environmental training: Each employee involved in maintenance and servicing equipment
have been trained in methods and procedures to avoid any environmental damage.

Explosives:

Types: The plan is to use a detonating electric cord and explosive caps. There is no blasting
in the operation of quarrying building stone. High explosives damage the stone. We
use black powder, a slow combustion powder.

1. The powder will not be stored at the site. A large supply of powder is not necessary on
the site.

As per your request on May 16th, 1998, I would like to respond to the questions you raised
concerning the HuffCreek Road.

1) When will the Huff Creek Road be upgraded?

The Public Works Department has plans to complete routine maintenance work on
the HuffCreek Road before the fall of i998.

2) Define you plans for upgrading the Huff Creek Road.

The Public Works Department had plans to place no cost Roto-Mill material from
UDOT on the gravel portion of HuffCreek Road and then resurface the existing
asphalt pavement with approximately two inches of hot asphalt.

Since the original plan, the contractor is requiring Summit County to purchase the
Roto-Mill material at $2.50 per ton. The gravel portion on HuffCreek Will
require approximately 5,437 tons of Roto-Mill material at a cost of $13,594.
Because of this unexpected cost, this will reduce the amount of hot asphalt
resurfacing that will be done on the existing asphalt pavement.

3) By whom and when were these plans approved?

LaMar Richins submitted a request to the Summit County Commission in
December 1997 for $12.000 to be spent on the HuffCreek Road in 1998.

At the request of VIr. John Adkins. Jr., I have visited the site of the proposed rock quarry. The
project will be accessed on Huff Creek Road which is a county road up to the "tee" intersection
(truck turn around). The road is narrow and semi-improved and in my opinion will not hold up
to a lot of truck traffic, however the proposed I to 2 trucks per day should not have too much of
an impact.

The foliowing wouid be my recommend conditions fbr the project:

l) Limit loads to l-2 trucks (80,000 GVW) per day'or equivalent smaller loads.

No truck traffrc when road becomes saturated.

No truck traffic from one half hour prior to the school bus pick up of children in
the morning and again fiom one half hour after the school bus drops off the
children in the afternoon.

Any road grading required beyond the County's normal maintenance (past) would
be the responsibility of the applicant and must be completed upon notification of
the Public Works Deoanmenr.
